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Reason for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a communications system, and its method of 
use, comprising a common device; a plurality of higher layer devices; a bus for communicating 
data traffic comprising data in ATM form and data in AAL2 form between the common device 
and the higher layer devices, the bus including lines for carrying data and control signals, the 
data in AAL2 form including an AAL2 mini-cell associated with a means of identification of at 
least one of a source and a destination of the mini-cell; and the devices including discrimination 
means for discriminating between the two forms of data traffic, as specified in independent 
claims 72, 82, 88, 98, and 106.
